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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 
1998  ANNUAL  REPORT 

Each  year.  Selectmen,  Town  Departments,  Town  Committees,  and  agency  organizations 
work  to  prepare  the  annual  report  for  the  towns  residents,  taxpayers  and  historical  archives 
which  summarizes  events,  activities  and  projects  undertaken  during  the  past  year  and  sets 
the  framework  for  the  future.  We  hope  that  the  information  contained  in  this  year's  annual 
report  provides  the  information  necessary  to  assist  the  Town  Meeting  decision  making 
process  as  well  as  a  resource  to  citizens  in  the  upcoming  year. 

This  year  town  meeting  will  be  held  in  the  town  hall  for  the  first  time  in  ten  years  The 
renovations  required  and  voted  upon  by  town  residents  are  complete  and  the  town  hall  is 
now  accessible  to  all  Along  with  the  renovations,  the  interior  of  the  town  hall  has  been 
painted  The  original  colors  of  the  building,  long  covered  over,  have  been  restored. 
Lighting  fixtures,  long  missing  were  duplicated  by  Renovators  Supply  and  have  been 
installed  New  energy  efficient  windows  made  of  vinyl,  but  historically  accurate,  have 
been  installed  in  much  of  the  building  creating  a  cost  savings  in  heating  We  are  very 
proud  of  the  improvements  to  the  building  and  sincerely  hope  that  you  all  enjoy  them  as 
much  as  we  do. 

Last  year  saw  the  continuation  of  the  street  and  road  repairs  that  were  neglected  for  so 
long  The  highway  crew  repaired  and  repaved  several  roads  in  town,  bringing  the  town's 
streets  into  better  repair  than  they  have  been  in  many  years  This  year,  with  the  blessing  of 
the  town,  we  expect  to  continue  to  improve  the  town's  roads. 

The  streetlight  project  was  also  completed  in  the  fall  of  1998.  This  project  replaced  every 
streetlight  in  town  with  the  same  wattage  of  bulbs  but  with  newer  more  energy  efficient 
bulbs  This  results  in  savings  to  taxpayers  of  36%  on  the  town's  street  lighting  bill  We 
are  hopeful  that  once  electric  deregulation  occurs  that  the  cost  savings  will  be  increased 

The  Selectmen  and  the  Solid  Waste  Committee  have  also  been  working  toward  the 
mandated  closure  of  the  landfill.  During  the  next  year,  some  major  decisions  have  to  be 
made  as  to  the  future  of  solid  waste  in  Hinsdale  The  town  is  now  in  the  final  phases  of 
closure  preparation  and  is  working  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  ensure  that  the 
process  is  as  seamless  as  possible  for  the  citizens  of  Hinsdale  and  to  protect  the 
environment  in  the  years  to  come. 

Television  Cable  was  another  problem  the  Board  of  Selectmen  tackled  this  past  year. 
There  have  been  a  very  large  number  of  complaints  since  Adelphia  Cable  took  over  and 
the  town  is  now  seeking  to  consider  the  options  open  to  us  to  resolve  the  issue.  We  are 
seeking  volunteers  at  this  time  to  set  up  a  cable  advisory  committee.  If  you  would  be 
interested  in  serving  on  this  committee,  please  let  us  know. 

Successful  local  government  in  our  State  requires  the  participation  of  residents  and  voters. 
We  urge  voters  to  attend  Town  Meeting  on  March  1 3^*^  and  take  part  in  voting  on  March 
9^.      The  input   and   participation  of  our  citizens   is  essential   to   Selectmen,   Town 
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Departments,  and  Committees  if  our  town  is  to  continue  to  be  a  exceptional  community  in 
which  to  live. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  would  like  to  thank  all  those  residents  who  have  shared  their  time 
and  expertise  and  served  on  town  committees  and  boards  during  1998.  We  also  recognize 
and  thank  our  town  employees  who  implement  the  services  that  the  town  requires.  The 
efforts  of  those  two  groups  along  with  the  various  organizations  that  serve  our  residents 
enable  us  to  maintain  and  improve  our  community.  Their  unselfish  commitment  of  time  is 
eminently  appreciated.

Those  standards  require  that  we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to 
obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  are  fi-ee  of  material 
misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting  the  amounts  and 
disclosures  in  the  general  purpose  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the  accounting 
principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall  general 
purpose  financial  statement  presentation.  We  believe  that  our  audit  provides  a  reasonable  basis  for  our 
opinion. 

As  more  fully  described  in  Note  1,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  above  do 
not  include  the  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group,  which  should  be 
included  in  order  to  conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles.  The  amount  that  should  be 
recorded  in  the  General  Fixed  Asset  Account  Group  is  not  known. 

As  described  in  Note  1,  the  Town  has  recognized  tax  revenues  of  $681,710  in  its  General  Fund 
which  were  not  received  in  cash  within  sixty  days  of  year  end  as  required  by  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles  (GASB  Interpretation  3).  Town  officials  believe,  and  we  concur,  that  the 
application  of  this  accounting  principle,  which  would  result  in  a  decrease  in  the  General  Fund  balance 
fi-om  $762,809  to  $1 1 1,099,  would  give  a  misleading  impression  of  the  Town's  ability  to  meet  its  current 
and  future  obligations. 

In  our  opinion,  except  for  the  effect  on  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  omission 

described  in  the  third  paragraph,  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  referred  to  in  the  first 

paragraph  present  fairly,  in  all  material  respects,  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Hinsdale,  New 

Hampshire,  as  of  December  31,  1997,  and  the  resuhs  of  its  operations  and  the  cash  flows  of  its 

proprietary  fund  types  and  non-expendable  trust  funds  for  the  year  then  ended  in  conformity  with 

generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 
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In  accordance  with  Government  Auditing  Standards^  we  have  also  issued  our  report  dated  March 
31,  1998  on  our  consideration  of  the  Town  of  Hinsdale,  New  Hampshire's  internal  control  over  financial 
reporting  and  our  tests  of  its  compliance  with  certain  provisions  of  laws,  regulations,  contracts  and 

grants.  I

Our  audit  was  perfonned  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the  general  purpose  financial  | 
statements  of  the  Town  of  Hinsdale,  New  Hampshire,  taken  as  a  whole.  The  combining  financial 
statements  listed  as  schedules  in  the  table  of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis 
and  are  not  a  required  part  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Hinsdale,  New 
Hampshire.  The  accompanying  Schedule  of  Expenditures  of  Federal  Awards  is  presented  for  purposes 
of  additional  analysis  as  required  by  U.S.  Office  of  Management  and  Budget  Circular  A- 133,  Audits  of 
States,  Local  Governments,  and  Non-Projit  Organizations,  and  is  not  a  required  part  of  the  general 
purpose  financial  statements.  Such  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing  procedures  applied  in 
the  audit  of  the  general  purpose  financial  statements  and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated,  in  all  material 
respects,  in  relation  to  the  general  purpose  fmancial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

TOWN  MEETING  CONTINUED  -  MARCH  14, 1998 

The  Moderator,  Richard  S.  Johnson,  Jr.  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  9:09  AM  in  the  High  School 
Gymnasium.  The  Girl  Scouts  color  guard  presented  the  colors  and  led  us  in  the  Pledge  of  Allegiance. 
Edwin  "Smokey"  Smith  made  a  motion  "To  dispense  with  the  reading  of  the  warrant  in  full,  as  we  would 
be  reading  each  one  as  we  came  to  it".  Seconded.  Discussion  called  for.  No  one  spoke.  The  question  was 
called.  By  voice  vote  it  was  declared  to  be  in  the  affirmative,  thus  the  Moderator  would  not  read  the 
warrant  in  full,  but  each  article  as  we  came  to  it. 

ARTICLE  4:  The  Moderator  read  the  article  in  full.  He  aimounced  that  this  would  be  by  paper  ballot, 
having  the  polls  open  for  an  hour  and  that  it  had  to  be  passed  by  a  2/3 's  vote,  and  that  after  all  present  had 
voted  we  would  continue  on  with  the  rest  of  the  meeting,  closing  the  ballot  after  the  hour  had  passed. 
Richard  E  Shaw,  Sr.  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article  as  printed.  Seconded.  Discussion  called  for. 
Several  spoke.  Questions  asked.  "How  many  front-line  trucks  do  we  have  now?"  "How  old  are  they?" 
"When  was  the  last  time  we  got  one,  and  how  much  did  it  cost?"  "Why  do  we  need  such  an  expensive 
one?"  "Why  do  we  need  one  with  foam?"  All  were  answered  by  Fire  Chief  Robert  Johnson.  He  told  us 
that  we  have  3  front-line  trucks,  this  would  replace  a  40  year  old  truck,  and  the  last  time  we  purchased  a 
front-line  truck  was  10  years  ago  it  cost  $185,000.  This  truck  keeps  up  with  new  technology.  The  question 
was  called.  The  Moderator  reread  the  article  in  full.  The  polls  opened  from  9:30  to  10:30  AM.  175  ballots 
were  cast,  with  122  YES  votes  to  53  NO  votes,  a  2/3 's  vote,  it  was  declared  to  be  in  the  affirmative  thus  the 
Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $330,000  (Three  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  dollars)  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  a  new  fully  equipped  front-line  truck  for  the  Fire  Department  and  authorizing  the 
withdrawal  of  $167,800  (One  hundred  sixty-seven  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars)  from  the  capital  reserve 
account  created  for  this  purpose  and  authorizes  the  issuance  of  not  more  than  $  162,200  (One  hundred  and 
sixty-two  thousand  two  hundred  dollars)  of  bonds  or  notes  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Municipal  Finance  Act  (RSA  Chapter  33)  and  authorizes  the  municipal  officials  to  issue  and  negotiate  such 
bonds  or  notes  and  determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon. 

ARTICLE  5:  The  Moderator  read  the  article  in  full.  Peter  Zavorotny  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article 
as  printed.  Seconded.  Discussion  called  for.  Question  asked  "Is  any  way  to  keep  the  administration  costs 
down?"  Answered  by  Cory  Carrier,  Town  Administrator,  stating  that  "The  majority  of  the  increase  in  this 
years  budget  is  debt  service  for  the  bonding  that  was  done  last  year."  Having  no  other  discussion,  the 
question  was  called.  The  Moderator  reread  the  article  in  full.  By  voice  vote  it  was  declared  to  be  in  the 
affirmative,  thus  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,817,441.00  (One  milhon  eight  hundred 
seventeen  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty  one  dollars)  for  the  general  operating  expenses  of  the  Town,  this 
article  being  exclusive  of  all  other  articles. 

ARTICLE  6:  The  Moderator  read  the  article  in  full.  Richard  E.  Shaw,  Sr.  made  a  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  printed.  Seconded.  Discussion  called  for.  No  one  spoke.  The  question  was  called.  The 
Moderator  reread  the  article  in  full.  By  voice  vote,  it  was  declared  to  be  in  the  affirmative,  thus  the  Town 
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will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $225, 191 .00  (Two  hundred  twenty-five  thousand  one  hundred  and 
ninety  one  dollars)  for  the  operations  of  the  Water  Department,  the  fiinds  to  be  raised  by  users  fees. 

ARTICLE  7:  The  Moderator  read  the  article  in  full.  Kathy  Stephens  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article  as 
printed  Seconded.  Discussion  called  for.  "What  is  this  for?"  "Will  the  rates  go  up?"  Answered  by  the 
Moderator  and  Selectman,  Dan  Seymour.  The  question  was  called  The  Moderator  reread  the  article  in 
full.  By  voice  vote,  it  was  declared  to  be  in  the  affirmative,  thus  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $216,466.00  (Two  hundred  sixteen  thousand  four  hundred  sixty-six  dollars)  for  the  operations  of  the 
Sewer  Treatment  Plant,  the  funds  to  be  raised  by  user  fees. 

ARTICLE  8:  The  Moderator  read  the  article  in  fiill.  Richard  E.  Shaw,  Sr.  made  a  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  printed.  Seconded.  Discussion  called  for.  Selectman  Lewis  Major,  using  an  $80,000  home 
showed  us  that  in  reality  we  were  not  getting  a  three  percent  discount  each  year,  that  it  was  actually  less 
than  seven  tenths  of  one  percent.  That  the  tax  rate  would  be  less  without  having  to  raise  extra  money  for 
discounts.  It  used  to  get  us  to  pay  our  taxes  early,  but  with  a  twelve-  percent  interest  starting  the  day  after 
the  discount  period,  the  same  ones  who  took  the  discount  would  also  pay  on  time  to  avoid  the  interest 
George  Smith  spoke  in  favor  of  keeping  the  discount.  Having  no  other  discussion,  the  question  was  called 
The  Moderator  reread  the  article  in  full,  and  explained  that  a  yes  vote  keeps  the  discount,  and  a  no  vote  gets 
rid  of  the  discount.  By  voice  vote,  it  was  declared  have  failed,  thus  the  Town  will  not  raise  and  overlay  the 
sum  of  $  100,000  (One  hundred  thousand  dollars)  for  the  purpose  of  giving  a  3%  (three  percent)  discount 
for  the  first  30  (thirty)  days  after  the  tax  bills  are  mailed  on  the  payment  of  taxes  in  full. 

ARTICLE  9:  The  Moderator  read  the  article  in  full.  Richard  E.  Shaw,  Sr.  made  a  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  printed.  Seconded.  Discussion  called  for.  After  a  short  discussion  and  with  Selectmen  Richard 
Tracy  and  Lewis  Major  explaining  what  was  going  to  be  done.  The  question  was  called.  The  Moderator 
reread  the  article  in  fiUl.  By  voice  vote,  it  was  declared  to  be  in  the  affirmative,  thus  the  Town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $72,000  (Seventy-two  thousand  dollars)  for  the  purpose  of  repairing 
Meetinghouse  Road. 

ARTICLE  10:  The  Moderator  read  the  article  in  full.  Richard  E.  Shaw.  Sr.  made  a  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  printed.  Seconded.  Discussion  called  for.  Selectman,  Bill  Nebelski  gave  a  description  of  what 
was  going  to  be  done.  Many  spoke.  Eleanor  Smith  asked  "Has  School  Street  ever  been  laid  out?"  "Is  there 
a  description  of  it,  so  a  hundred  years  from  now  someone  could  find  it?"  Lewis  Major  answered  no  to  both. 
Other  questions  asked:  "Are  there  any  plans  to  put  in  a  sidewalk  on  School  Street?"  No    "Are  you  going 
to  widen  School  Street  and  the  lower  part  of  Prospect  Street  where  the  buses  have  to  make  a  sharp  turn  to 
get  onto  Brattleboro  Road?"  No.  "What  method  does  the  Town  have  as  to  what  street  will  be  done?" 
None,  done  by  observing.  "Will  the  speed  bumps  be  put  back  in?"  Yes.  All  questions  were  answered  by 
selectmen  Lewis  Major,  Dan  Seymour  and  Bill  Nebelski,  and  Road  Agent,  Frank  Podlenski.  The  question 
was  called.  The  Moderator  reread  the  article  in  full.  By  voice  vote,  it  was  declared  to  be  in  the  affirmative, 
thus  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $47,850.00  (Fort}'  seven  thousand  eight  hundred  fifty 
dollars)  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  Prospect  and  School  Streets. 

ARTICLE  11:  The  Moderator  read  the  article  in  full.  Richard  E.  Shaw,  Sr.  made  a  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  printed.  Seconded.  Discussion  called  for.  Questions  asked:  "Will  we  be  adding  anymore?"  No. 
"Will  this  bind  us  to  Public  Service  of  New  Hampshire  in  hght  of  the  deregulation  waive?"  No    "Will  all 
be  replaced?"  Yes.  "What  kind  will  we  be  getting?"  Selectmen,  Lewis  Major  and  Bill  Nebelski  explained 
the  intent  of  the  article,  and  answered  all  the  questions.  The  question  was  called.  The  Moderator  reread  the 
article  in  full.  By  voice  vote,  it  was  declared  to  be  in  the  affirmative,  thus  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $42,000  (Forty-two  thousand  dollars)  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  the  existing  street 
li^ts  with  energy  efficient  fixtures  of  which  $17,000  (Seventeen  thousand  dollars)  will  be  raised  by 
general  taxation  and  the  remaining  $25,000  (Twenty-five  thousand  dollars)  coming  from  an  economic 
development  grant  received  from  Public  Service  Company  of  New  Hampshire 

ARTICLE  12:  The  Moderator  read  the  article  in  full.  Richard  E.  Shaw,  Sr.,  made  a  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  printed.  Seconded.  Discussion  called  for.  Several  spoke.  Dennis  Nadeau,  Water  Department 
Superintendent  answered  questions  and  gave  a  full  explanation  as  to  why  we  needed  to  replace  our  current 
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water  meters.  For  one  they  were  1981  models  with  about  1960  technology,  and  they  are  not  very  accurate. 
The  question  was  called.  The  Moderator  reread  the  article  in  full.  By  voice  vote,  it  was  declared  to  be  in 
the  affirmative,  thus  authorizing  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  a  four  year  meter  replacement  program  and 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $25,064  (Twenty-five  thousand  sixty  four  dollars)  for  the  first  years 
payment  with  $15,424  (Fifteen  thousand  four  hundred  twenty-four  dollars)  coming  from  water  user  fees 
and  $9,640  (Nine  thousand  six  hundred  forty  dollars)  coming  from  sewer  user  fees. 

ARTICLE  13:  The  Moderator  read  the  article  in  ftUl.  Richard  E.  Shaw,  Sr.  made  a  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  printed.  Seconded.  Discussion  called  for.  Selectmen  Kathy  Stephens  and  Richard  Tracy  both 
urged  us  to  pass  tliis  article.  Having  no  other  discussion  the  question  was  called.  The  Moderator  reread  the 
article  in  full.  By  voice  vote,  it  was  declared  to  be  in  the  affirmative,  thus  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $20,000  (Twenty  thousand  dollars)  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  fimd  under  the 
provisions  of  RSA  35: 1  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  new  town  library. 

ARTICLE  14:  The  Moderator  read  the  article  in  ftill.  Richard  E.  Shaw,  Sr.  made  a  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  printed.  Seconded.  Discussion  called  for.  Selectman  Bill  Nebelski  explained  just  what  was 
going  to  be  done.  The  question  was  called.  The  Moderator  reread  the  article  in  ftill.  By  voice  vote,  it  was 
declared  to  be  in  the  affirmative,  thus  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $18,610  (Eighteen 
thousand  six  hundred  ten  dollars)  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  Depot  Street. 

ARTICLE  15:  The  Moderator  read  the  article  in  fiill.  Richard  E.  Shaw.  Sr.  made  a  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  printed.  Seconded.  Discussion  called  for.  Having  no  discussion,  the  question  was  called.  The 
Moderator  reread  the  article  in  ftill.  By  voice  vote,  it  was  declared  to  be  in  the  affirmative,  thus  the  town 
will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $  1 5.000  (Fifteen  thousand  dollars)  for  the  purpose  of  making 
improvements  to  the  sewer  system,  the  funds  coming  from  users  fees. 

ARTICLE  16:  The  Moderator  read  the  article  in  full.  Richard  E.  Shaw.  Sr  made  a  motion  to  accept  the 
article  as  printed.  Seconded.  Discussion  called  for.  Having  no  discussion  the  question  was  called.  The 
Moderator  reread  the  article  in  full.  By  voice  vote,  it  was  declared  to  be  in  the  affirmati\'e  thus  the  town 
will  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  accept  gifts  of  personal  property  which  may  be  offered  to  the 
Town  for  any  public  purpose,  pursuant  to  RSA  3 1 :95-e.  The  Selectmen  must  hold  a  public  hearing  before 
accepting  such  gift,  and  the  acceptance  shall  not  bind  the  Town  to  raise,  appropriate  or  extend  any  public 
funds  for  the  operation,  maintenance,  repair  or  replacement  of  any  such  personal  property. 

ARTICLE  17:  The  Moderator  read  the  article  in  full.  Kathy  Stephens  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article 
as  printed.  Seconded.  Discussion  called  for.  Having  no  discussion,  the  question  was  called.  The 
Moderator  reread  the  article  in  full.  By  voice  vote,  it  was  declared  to  be  in  the  affirmative,  thus  the  Town 
will  change  the  apphcation  filing  date  for  elderly  exemptions  from  March  1  to  August  1  prior  to  the  setting 
ofthe  tax  rate. 

ARTICLE  18:  The  Moderator  read  the  article  in  full.  Kathy  Stephens  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article 
as  printed.  Seconded.  Discussion  called  for.  Question  asked  "Will  this  be  by  sealed  bid  with  everyone  in 
town  able  to  bid?"  The  Moderator  stated  yes,  it  always  has  been  that  way.  Having  no  other  discussion,  the 
question  was  called.  The  Moderator  reread  the  article  in  full.  By  voice  vote,  it  declared  to  be  in  the 
affirmative,  thus  the  town  confirms  the  authority  of  the  Selectmen  to  dispose  of  obsolete  Town  equipment 
the  revenues  from  the  sale  of  such  obsolete  equipment  to  be  used  to  help  reduce  assessed  taxes. 

ARTICLE  19:  The  Moderator  read  the  article  in  full.  Kathy  Stephens  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article 
as  printed.  Seconded.  Discussion  called  for.  Having  no  discussion,  the  question  was  called.  The 
Moderator  reread  the  article  in  full.  By  voice  vote,  it  was  declared  to  be  in  the  affirmative,  thus  the  Town 
authorizes  the  Selectmen  to  contract  and  accept  aid  relative  to  disasters. 

ARTICLE  20:  The  Moderator  read  the  article  in  fiill   Peter  Zavorotny  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article 
as  printed.  Seconded   Discussion  called  for.  Having  no  discussion,  the  question  was  called.  The 
Moderator  reread  the  article  in  full.  By  voice  vote,  it  was  declared  to  be  in  the  affirmative,  thus  the  town 
will  allow  the  Tax  Collector  to  accept  prepayment  of  all  taxes. 
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ARTICLE  21:  The  Moderator  read  the  article  in  full.  Kathy  Stephens  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article 
as  printed.  Seconded.  Discussion  called  for.  Having  no  discussion,  the  question  was  called   The 
Moderator  reread  the  article  in  full.  By  voice  vote,  it  was  declared  to  be  in  the  afifimiative,  thus  the  Town 
will  accept  and  adopt  the  reports  of  the  Selectmen,  Auditors,  and  other  Town  Ofificers. 

ARTICLE  22:  The  Moderator  read  the  article  in  full.  Selectman,  Kathy  Stephens  asked  for  a  moment  of 
silence  for  Michael  Bolden,  for  whom  this  year's  Town  Report  is  dedicated,  and  for  Orson  Smith  both  of 
whom  passed  away  last  year,  and  had  serviced  the  town  for  many  years.  Joe  Novick  asked  for  a  moment  of 
silence  for  Gary  Gaul  who  passed  away  the  day  before,  Gary  was  a  well  known  and  liked  local  store 
manager.  Selectman,  Bill  Nebelski  said  "I  am  wondering  what  your  thoughts  are  on  the  uncollected  taxes 
for  1997  which  is  several  pages  long,  this  is  a  terrible  waste  of  paper  and  tax  payers  money.  I  have  no 
qualms  of  it  being  the  1996  taxes  and  back  in  the  book,  but  most  of  the  taxes  on  these  pages  are  abeady 
paid  I  think  it  would  be  financially  responsible,  if  the  voters  approve  it  to  keep  this  one  year  of  taxes  out 
of  the  book  until  they  are  delinquent."  Tax  Collector,  Richard  E.  Shaw,  Sr.  informed  him  and  us  that  they 
indeed  were  delinquent,  and  were  so  after  thirty  days,  and  could  go  to  Tax  Lien.  Bill  said  he  realized  that 
they  were  delinquent  but  he  still  thought  it  was  a  waste  of  money,  if  they  weren't  paid  by  1999  then  he  see 
them  be  in  the  book.  Just  a  matter  of  opinion.  The  Moderator  said  that  it  was  part  of  the  Tax  Collector's 
report.  Eleanor  Smith  said  she  agreed  with  Bill.  When  asked  if  there  was  motion  on  this,  the  Moderator 
said  no,  that  people  were  just  expressing  their  thoughts  on  the  matter.  No  one  else  spoke.  Richard  E 
Shaw,  Sr.  made  a  motion  to  adjourn  the  meeting.  Seconded.  Discussion  called  for.  Having  no  discussion, 
the  question  was  called.  By  voice  vote,  it  was  declared  to  be  in  the  affirmative,  thus  the  annual  Town 
Meeting  was  adjourned  at  1 1 : 35  AM.
